REPORT OF THE 
MOPEDALE TOWN FINANCE COMMITTEE 


Mr. Moderator: 
To the Citizens of the Town of Hopedale: 


In accordance with its duty, as provided by the By-Laws 
of the Town of Hopedale, the Finance Committee has given 
careful consideration to all Articles in the Town Warrant 
that involve the expenditure of money, and presents in this 
report its recommendations on such Articles. The Committee 
has obtained information from and consulted with various 
departments and officials of the Town and believes that the 
appropriations it has recommended are the minimum amounts 
with which essential and necessary services can be rendered 
to the citizens. 


The appropriations for 1963 recommended by the Finance 
Committee amount to a total of $905,470 as compared with 
$840,430 for last year, an increase of $65,040. The largest 
increases are $30,000 in School Department expenses, $15,500 
in Fire and Police Department expenses, and $25,000 for 
the School Building Committee to procure working plans. 
The principal decreases are $5,200 in Water Department 
expenses and $4,700 in Highway Department equipment. 


Under Article 16 the Town will vote whether to rescind 
its action last year in raising $4,000 and authorizing the 
borrowing of $50,000 for the Hope Street Bridge pavement. 
Bids received for the work have proven the total amount to 
be inadequate. Article 17 would re-appropriate funds for this 
purpose. Application has now been made for Federal Funds 
to aid in this project and there is a possibility that some may 
be forthcoming in the future. Therefore, it seems advisable to 
take no further action until the matter is clarified. The

Finance Committee recommends that under Article 16 last 
year’s action be rescinded and that no appropriation be made 
under Article 17. 


The Finance Committee recommends that no appropria- 
tion be made under Article 18 which would appropriate funds 
for extending a water main on Plain Street. The Committee 
believes that the cost to the Town is not warranted by the 
few who would be benefited. Also, the Committee is not 
satisfied that a critical situation exists. 


Article 20 proposes that a School Building Committee be 
authorized to procure working plans and specifications for 
additions to existing schools. The Finance Committee concurs 
with the Building Needs Committee that $25,000 be appro- 
priated for that purpose. If the Town Meeting acts favorably 
on this proposal, it is contemplated that a Special Meeting 
will be called later to see if the Town will raise or appropriate 
funds for school construction. It is our understanding that 
the construction costs can be raised by the issuance of bonds 
except for approximately $8,500 that would be required out 
of the current year’s tax revenues. 


With this further requirement of $8,500 in mind, the 
Finance Committee has deemed it advisable that a smaller 
amount of free cash than otherwise be used by the Assessors 
in fixing the tax rate for 1963. The amount of available funds 
(or ‘‘free cash”) at January 1, 1963, was $105,359, and the 
Committee recommends that $55,000 thereof be used to apply 
against the tax rate, as the action under Article 22. 


At the time this report went to the printer, the State 
had not furnished the Assessors with amounts they must use 
for certain County and State assessments and the Town’s 
share of State income and corporation taxes. These items 
could affect our tax rate by several dollars, either up or 
down. If the recommendations of the Finance Committee are 
followed, there will be, after the transfer from free cash and 
from other funds available, a net total of $843,470, to be 
used by the Assessors in fixing the tax rate. On the basis of 
such figures as are now available, we estimate that the 1963 
tax rate will be around $70.00, an increase of $7.50 over 1962.

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VITAL STATISTICS 


Parents and others are requested to carefully examine 
the following lists and if any errors or omissions are dis- 
covered report them at once to the town clerk, that the record 
may be corrected, as it is of importance that the record of 
Vital Statistics should be complete. Herewith are extracts from 
the General Laws of Massachusetts, Chapter 46. 


Section 8. Every physician, or hospital medical officer 
registered under Section nine of Chapter one hundred and 
twelve, in this chapter called officer, shall keep a record of 
the birth of every child in cases of which he was in charge 
showing date and place of birth, the name, if any, of the child, 
its sex and color, the name, age, birth place, occupation and 
residence (including the street number, if any) of each 
parent, the maiden name of the mother and the name of 
the physician or officer, if any, personally attending the 
birth. If the child is illegitimate, the names of and other facts 
relating to the father shall not be set forth except upon 
written request of both the father and mother. Said physician 
or officer shall, within fifteen days after such birth, mail or 
deliver to the clerk or registrar of the town where such birth 
occurred, a report stating the facts herein above required 
to be shown on said record and also the said written request, 
if any provided, that if said report is not so made within 
forty-eight hours after such birth, said physician or officer 
shall, within said forty-eight hours, mail or deliver to said 
clerk, or registrar a notice stating the date and place of the 
birth, the street number, if any, the ward number, if in a 
city, and the family name. Upon presentation to him of a 
certificate of the town clerk stating that any such birth has 
been duly reported, the town treasurer shall pay to such 
physician or officer a fee of twenty-five cents for each birth 
so reported. Any physician or any such officer violating any 
provision of this section shall forfeit not more than twenty- 
five dollars. 


Section 4. A member or servant of a family in which a 
child is born, having knowledge of the facts required for 
record relative to such birth, shall furnish the same upon 
request of the clerk of the town where such child was born 
or its parents reside, or of any person authorized by him. 
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Such member or servant refusing to furnish such facts shall 
be punished by fine not exceeding ten dollars. 


Section 6. Parents, within forty days after the birth of a 
child, and every householder, within forty days after a birth 
in his house, shall cause notice thereof to be given to the 
clerk of the town where such child is born. Every householder 
in whose house a death occurs and the oldest next of kin of 
a deceased person in the town where the death occurs shall, 
within five days thereafter, cause notice thereof to be given 
to the board of health.

REPORT OF THE TREE WARDEN AND 
SUPERINTENDENT OF INSECT PEST CONTROL 


December 31, 1963 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Hopedale, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen. 


I hereby submit to you my report as Tree Warden and 
Supt. of Insect Pest Control for the year ending Dec. 31, 
1963. 


Eleven trees have been planted along the streets to 
replace trees that have had to be removed. This year we 
planted Norway and Crimson King Maples. 


Broken and dead limbs have been removed from trees 
overhanging the streets. 


Samples were sent to the Shade Tree laboratory in 
Amherst, from Elm trees suspected of having Dutch Elm 
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Disease. Eighteen were sent, which is less than has been sent 
for several years, and all came back with positive verification 
of having the Disease. All have been removed and destroyed 
with the exception of five which the State is helping with. 
One hundred and seven dollars and sixty-cents was received 
from the Worcester County Commissioners as our propor- 
tionate share of their aid to the Worcester County Towns. 

All streets were checked and sprayed, where needed, for 
the control of Poison Ivy. I have provided, anyone who re- 
quests it, a hand sprayer and material so they can spray their 
own property for Poison Ivy. 

On April 23rd DDT impregnated granules were dispersed 
into swamp areas for Mosquito control. Also on this date 
a Dormant spray was applied to the Elm trees to control 
the Elm Bark Beetle, which is the principal carrier of the 
Dutch Elm Disease. 

On May 27th an aerial spray was applied to most of the 
town for general insect pest control. 

On June 10th and July 16th an aerial spray was applied 
to the residential areas for Mosquito control. 

Again I wish to thank Draper Corporation, The Grafton 
and Upton Railroad and all individual property owners, for 
their fine cooperation in promptly disposing of diseased trees, 
and also for notifying me of any tree problem which comes 
to their attention.

RULES AND REGULATIONS 


Sec. 1. It shall be the duty of the Engineers upon alarm 
of fires, to immediately repair to, or near where the fire 
may be, and to take proper measures that the several Engines 
and other apparatus, be arranged in the most advantageous 
situation, and duly worked for the effectual extinguishment 
of the fire; to require and compel assistance from all persons 
as well as members of the Fire Department in extinguishing 
the fire, removing furniture, goods or other merchandise 
from any building on fire, or in danger thereof; to appoint 
guards to secure the same; and also in pulling down or 
demolishing any house or other building, if occasion requires, 
and further to suppress all turmoil and disorder. 


It shall also be their duty to cause order to be preserved 
in going to, working at, or returning from fires, and at all 
other times when Companies attached to the Fire Department 
are on duty. 


sec. 2. The Chief Engineer shall have command at fires 
over all other Engineers, all members of the Fire Department, 
and all other persons who may be present at fires, and shall 
direct all proper measures for the extinguishment of the 
fires, protection of property, preservation of order and 
observance of the fire laws; provided that no building on 
fire or in danger thereof, be pulled down, blown-up or other- 
wise demolished without the concurrence of two or more of 
the Engineers if present. 


Sec. 3. In case of the absence of the Chief Engineer, the 
Engineers next in rank who shall be present, shall execute 
the duties of the office with full powers. 


Sec. 4. If any member of either of the several companies, 
belonging to the Fire Department shall wilfully neglect or 
refuse to perform his duty, or shall be guilty of disorderly 
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conduct disobedience to the officers, or to any Engineer, he 
may for such offense be discharged from the Fire Department, 
and shal! be liable to a fine of not less than two or more than 
ten dollars. 


Sec. 5. All persons present, not members of either of the 
said Companies are hereby enjoined to obey the directions 
of any Engineer given at a fire; and to render their services 
if required by an Engineer under a penalty of not less than 
five nor more than twenty dollars, and it is enjoined upon 
the Chief Engineers to prosecute all violations of this section. 
Sec. 6. It shall be the duty of such of the Constables of the 
Town as may be selected by the Engineers for that service, 
to repair on the alarm of fire immediately to the place where 
the fire may be; and there to use their best skill and power 
under the direction of the Chief Engineer, for the preserva- 
tion of the public peace, the prevention of theft, destruction 
of property, and the removal of all susnected persons, for 
which service the Constable shall receive such compensation 
as shall in each case be ordered by the Engineers. 


Sec. 7. And it is further ordered that no person shall carry 
any fire brands, lighted matches, or other ignited materials 
openly in the streets or thoroughfares of the Town; and no 
owner or occupant of any dwelling house, shop, or other 
building, shall maintain, or cause to be erected any defective 
chimney, hearth, oven, stove or stovepipe, fireframe or other 
fixtures, or shall have a deposit of ashes, shavings or other 
combustible material which may give just cause of alarm or 
be the means of kindling or spreading fire, under penalty 
of not less than two, nor more than twenty dollars. 


See. 8. That if any chimney, stovepipe or flue within the 
town, where any other buildings are so near as to be 
endangered therefrom, shall take or be set on fire, the 
occupants of such house, to which such chimney, stovepipe 
or flue appertain, shall forfeit and pay the sum of two 
dollars. Provided it shall be lawful for any person to set fire 
to and burn his chimney or stovepipe between sunrise and 
noon, if the buildings contiguous are wet with rain or 
covered with snow. 


See. 9. That no person shall discharge or set off any squibs, 
serpents, rockets, firecrackers or other fireworks, in any 
place within the Town without leave from an Engineer under 
a penalty of not more than twenty dollars. 
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Sec. 10. That no person shall make any bonfire or fire for 
burning brush, rubbish or any other fire in the open air, in 
the night time, without leave from an Engineer, under the 
penalty of not less than two nor more than twenty dollars. 


Sec. 11. And it shall be the duty of the Chief and other 
Engineers to inquire for and examine into all shops, new 
buildings, erectings or other places, where defective chimneys, 
flues, stoves or stovepipes may be, and where shavings or other 
combustible material may be collected and deposited, and 
from time to time, and at all times to be vigilant in taking 
care of and the removal of the same, wherever in the opinion 
of any two of them, the same may be dangerous to the security 
of the town from fire; and the owners or occupants of such 
defective chimneys, flues, stoves or stovepipe, shavings, or 
other combustible matter, who shall refuse or neglect to 
remove the same forthwith, after being ordered thereto by 
any two Engineers in writing, shall forfeit and pay five 
dollars for each day afterwards that the same shall remain 
unremoved. 


Sec. 12. All members of the Fire Department, while on 
duty at a fire, shall wear such badges as are provided. for 
them, and any member refusing, or neglecting to wear the 
same until the several Companies shall be dismissed at roll 
call shall forfeit all pay for his services for three months 
previous to such refusal or neglect unless he can furnish 
an excuse that shall be satisfactory to a majority of the 
Engineers.

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SEXTY-FIFTH ANNUAL REPORT OF 
PARK COMMISSIONERS 


YEAR ENDING DECEMBER 31, 1963 


The activities of the Park Recreation Program continued 
this year as in past years. During the summer vacation period 
handicraft and supervised play were offered at the play- 
ground and swimmong instruction at the pond. During the 
winter the tow on the ski hill was operated and the pond 
was cleared of snow as often as weather permitted. We again 
provided school bus transportation during the summer for 
those children living at a distance from the park. 


The Park Department supported a summer recreation 
program for retarded children in Bellingham to which four 
Hopedale children were sent. Although this is a relatively 
expensive program, our share is pro-rated to the number of 
our children in the program, and part of the expense is 
reimbursed by the state. 


Repairs to the bathhouse exterior necessitated by van- 
dalism were completed and shingles stained. The garage on 
park land near the bathhouse was taken for park use, there- 
by giving us a much needed space for storing equipment. 


Weed control in the pond was continued under the 
direction of a professional consultant with park personnel 
applying the chemicals. 


Improvements to park facilities planned for the coming 
year include lighting of the basketball court. It is anticipated 
that funds for this project will be made available from 
several private sources.

REGULATIONS OF THE SCHOOL DEPARTMENT 


No pupil may enter the kindergarten unless he will be 
five years old on or before December 31. New pupils will be 
registered in May. 


No pupil may enter grade one unless he will be six 
years old on or before December 31. 


When a pupil first enters the public schools of the Town 
of Hopedale he must present a birth certificate and a vac- 
-eination certificate. 


Any pupil who has been out of school on account of any 
contagious disease shall not return to school unless he has 
secured from the attending physician, or the school physician, 
or his representative, a health certificate stating that all 
danger of contagion is over. 


The No-School signal is 2-2-2-2. When the No-School sig- 
nal is sounded at 7:15 a.m., it closes all schools for all day. 
When the No-School signal is sounded at 7:30 a.m., it closes 
the kindergarten and grades one through six all day, but the 
junior-senior high school will be in session. When the No- 
School Signal is sounded at 12:30 p.m., it closes the kinder- 
garten and grades one through six for the afternoon. An 
effort will be made to have the signal announced on Radio 
Stations WMRC, WTAG, WBZ, and WKOX.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BUILDING COMMITTEE 


In March of 1962 the Town authorized the appointment 
of a committee of five to study the school building needs of 
the town. One year later this committee, known as the School 
Building Committee, made a report at the annual town 
meeting which resulted in the appropriation of the sum of 
$25,000 for the purpose of obtaining architect’s plans for 
additions to the Junior-Senior High School Building and 
the Memorial Elementary School Building. 


In September of 1963 a special town meeting appropriated 
an additional $11,000 and approved a bond issue for $700,000 
for the construction of the two proposed additions to the 
schools. The Building Needs Committee was then constituted 
a Schoo! Building Committee and authorized to proceed with 
the construction projects with the total cost being $736,000. 


Subsequent to the special town meeting the two projects 
received the approval of the Massachusetts School Building 
Assistance Commission and the School Building Committee 
was Officially notified that town would be reimbursed on 
the two projects to the extent of $283,200. 


At the close of 1963, both projects were underway with 
assurance from the contractors that they would be com- 
pleted by September of 1964. The accounts at December 31, 
1963 show unexpended balances of $613,000 in the elementary 
school account and $503,483.79 in the high school account.

REPORT OF THE BLACKSTONE VALLEY VOCATIONAL 
REGIONAL DISTRICT SCHOOL COMMITTEE 
To the Board of Selectmen 
Town of Hopedale 


On June 6, 1963 the organizational meeting of the first 
Blackstone Valley Vocational Regional District School Com- 
mittee was held in the Northbridge High School. Mr. James 
Mullaney, of Northbridge, was elected Committee Chairman 
and Mr. James Kellett, of Milford, Vice-Chairman. 


Sub- committees to handle various phases of the school 
organization and construction were immediately set up and 
steady progress has been made. 
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The positions of Committee Secretary and Committee 
Treasurer were voted to be filled by non-committee members. 
Mr. Charles Peckham, of Northbridge, was elected to the 
position of Secretary, while Mr. Arthur Young of Hopedale 
~ was elected to the position of Treasurer. 


Fiscal Agent chosen by the Committee is the First 
National Bank of Boston with Bond Council of Ropes & Gray. 


The architectural services of Wendell T. Phillips Asso- 
ciates of Milford have been hired to design the school. 


Mr. Paul Sullivan, of Worcester, was elected to the 
position of Superintendent-Director of the school. He will 
begin his duties February 1, 1964 with an office in 
Northbridge. 


Choosing a site on which to construct our school has 
presented somewhat of a problem, but in the light of recent 
developments site selection should be completed in the very 
near future. 


It was recently voted not to ask the member towns for 
additional funds this year. Very soon we will request the 
town to allow us to incur debt, with this approval no town 
funds will be required until 1965 which is our present target 
date for the opening of the school. 


Curriculum for the schoo! has been finalized and consists 
of the eight shops recommended by the State in their original 
survey. 


All necessary legal work has been completed and proper 
forms and letters have been submitted to member towns 
requesting our agreement be amended to allow the Town of 
Millbury to become a member of the district. The original 
Planning Committee and the present District Committee 
are unanimously in favor of admitting the Town of Millbury 
as a member of our District.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


The Librarian respectfully submits the seventy-eighth 
annual report. 


During the year of 1963, The Bancroft Memorial Library 
and its Branch at South Hopedale, have continued their 
services to the people of Hopedale to the best of their ability. 
We are pleased to report some increase in our circulation but 
would like to see a greater one for the current year of 1964. 
The total circulation figures for the year are 51,124 as against 
49,755 for 1963. 


In September we lost Miss Dorothea McQueen from our 
staff when she left to further her education at Bridgewater 
State Teacher’s College. Miss Cynthia Swanson has joined 
our staff as a part time worker. She is a Junior at the Junior- 
Senior High School and helps Mrs. Hattersley in the busy 
Children’s Room. 


In March of 1963 Mr. Henry Billings, the Chairman of 
the Board of Trustees, resigned when he moved from Hopedale 
to make his home in Framingham Center. The Board and 
Staff were sorry to have him leave for he had been a valuable 
member for many years. Mrs. Ann E. Huff was appointed to 
take Mr. Billing’s place and we were happy to have such an 
interested citizen working for the betterment of the Library 
and its services. Mrs. Florence S. Northrop has recently 
been named as Chairman of the Board. 


Another change was made in the Library staff when Mrs. 
Constance Jones, Branch Librarian, resigned in July of 1963. 
She had held this position since February of 1949 and was 
an enthusiastic and interested Librarian. Mrs. Elizabeth 
Butcher was appointed by the Trustees to take her place and 
started her duties in August. She conducts the Branch in 
her home at 364 South Main Street where people in the south 
part of town may borrow books every Thursday. Mrs. 
Butcher has contacted the administrator of the new Hopedale 
Garden Nursing Home and is going to plan to take books to 
the patients there once a week as an added library service. 
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Mrs. Marjorie Hattersley, the Children’s Librarian, re- 
ports about 100 new borrowers in her department and a 
steady increase in her circulation. Three story hours have 
been held during the year for Grades 1 - 4. At the story hour 
held during the Christmas vacation period, Miss Theresa 
Cornacchia was a guest story-teller. A summer reading pro- 
gram was conducted for Grades 4, 5 and 6 called “The 
Bookworm”, in which 22 children were registered. ‘Wee 
Reader’s” certificates were presented to 46 children in Grades 
1, 2 and 3. A total of 1148 books were read by these groups, 
an increase of 302 over last year. During Children’s Book 
Week in November, Mrs. Hattersley visited the 3 sixth 
grade classes at the Dutcher Street School and displayed 
new books and gave book reviews. In June of 1963 there 
were 40 large and 271 small state certificates presented to 
the children who had read the required number of boks. 


During National Library Week in April we again dis- 
played our new books, both adult and juvenile, in the window 
of the Food Center. 


Children’s Book Week occurred in November and we 
had our new books on display during the week at the Library. 
The two Librarians gave book reviews to the women of the 
Afternoon Alliance of the Unitarian Church. A few children’s 
books were shown at the Woman’s Club at their meeting 
on Tuesday of that week. 


As a member of the Central Regional Area of Massachu- 
setts we have borrowed many books during the past year for 
both students and our regular borrowers. This service has 
proven to be a great aid to us in procuring the books asked 
for by our public. A film service is also available to any 
town organization. The Library has a list of films which can 
be borrowed and by applying directly to us we can make 
arrangements to have them sent. 


The thanks of the Staff and Trustees go to the many 
people who gave books, magazines and paper backs during 
the past year. The Garden Club has continued to put flower 
arrangements in the Library each month. 
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The Library hopes to serve you, the people of Hopedale, 
as successfully in 1964 as in 1963. My heartfelt thanks go 
to the Trustees and Staff for their continued support.
